There it remained serving as a dinner 


bell on the farm, its history remaining un- 
known until Joseph's recall from exile. 
Then it was lost sight of and for years 
forgotten until one day some curiosity 
seekers rummaging about in one of the, 
subterranean passages that honeycombed ' 
the place came from all sections to visit 
the so called catacombs and see the 
historic bell. At that time the Cam- 
den and Amboy railroad had jnst been 
built, and the- old bell was sold to the 
company, who placed it in their depot 
at Bordentown to tell the arrival and 
departure of trains. It hung there for 
years, bat finally, through some channel 
or other, it fell into the hands of the 
Paterson and Hudson River Railroad 
company, and was destined to another 
penod of obscurity 
At that fame the 


company operate its road by horses, 
and the bell was bung in the Jersey City 
station at the foot of Bergen Hill to an- 
swer thf ^aiuo pupose that it did ut Bor 
den t own.

ical, and may or'may not be correct 
We know that be haa discovered that 
many of the methods bin Lather used 
were unwise and deleterious, and that 
the doses his grandfather gave often 
hastened the result they were intended 
to prevent and hindered what they were 
designed to induce. 


We know not only that he,is»man, 


and therefore fallible, but that his pro- 
fessional science, like hia father's and 
grandfather's, is progressive, and is sfil] 
very far from being exact Nevertbe 
tegs when anything ails us, in spite 'of 
all we know of his limitations, we fly to 
him as though he were all wiae, and do 
an nearly what he tells ns as our flesh 
and our pockets permit 
For we believe 


that, erring and inadequate as he is, he 
knows more than wa do, and that his 
knowledge is, on the whole, the best that 
is at our command. 


The childlike trust in ioor physicians 


is a phenomenon which ia creditable to 
us and to our doctors, and frcm which 
we both get benefit 
Undoubtedly onr 


pLj -icians do us good, and indeed they 
ought to, even if they knew less and 
guessed less fortunataly than they do, 
else were faith a much less potent virtue 
than it is declared to bo. 


But it is one thing fur ns to flock of 


our own accord to th|s doctors, and quite 
another thing for thoee professional 
gentlemen to hold that we shall come 
to them and to none else, and that 
we may neither be legitimately horn, 
nor die legally, except with the concur- 
rence of the learned faculty.—Scnbaer's.
